What the Bible Says About Christians Being Joined With Un- 
believers In Marriages In Lodges and In the Churches _ 


A Sermon by John R. Rice 


(Continued From Last Week.) 


There are Masonic Lodges in India that 
use the sacred Hindu writings for the Greater 
Light on the altar, instead of the Holy Bible. 
The sacred writings of any greup which be- 
lieves in a “Supreme Being,” are acceptable 
enough for Masonic ceremeries. This means 
that while Masonry is a religion, it is not 
the Christian religion. 
need not be the God of the Bible, the true 
God, and the Bible of Masonry need not be 
the true Bible. I am simply saying that when 
one joins a Masonic Lodge. or any other 
major secret order, he is yoking together 
with unbelievers,. and directly violating the 
command of God, by binding himself with 
those, many of whom do not, profess to have 
trusted Christ as Saviour. 3 

When as a young minister I followed the 
advice of preacher friends and asked to be 
made a Mason, I was shocked beyond measure 
to learn that the man who had the leading 


The god of Masonry - 


part in initiating me as an Entered Appren- 
tice, was a man who did not believe in the 


miracles, the virgin birth, the bodily resum 
rection nor anything of the kind. He was an 
out and out rationalist and the most infiu- 
ential member of that lodge! A man of 
profane language and infidel belief, yee 
preachers in that lodge deferred to him an&@ 
followed him. Young, inexperienced, and not 
knowing much about what the Bible taught 
on that subject, yet I felt then that I was out 
of place in the company of such men. I feel 
the same now. I asked God to forgive me, 
and I have never been back eince. Since 
that time, I have read all the authorized 
Masonic literature I could find, Monitors, 
Burial Service, Masonic Encyclopedia, New 
Age Magazine, The Men’s House and much 
else besides. And the more I read the Bible, 
the more certain I became that the religion 
of Masonry is not the religion of the Bible. 
It is a religion of-beinge saved by being good, 
not a religion of being saved by the blood 
of Christ. Masonry, like other lodges, teach-

es that God is the Father of al) men alike, 
without people needing to be born again. 


The buricl] service of an- unsaved Pharisee. 
conducted by a Masonic or other lodge, 
would be the same as for a sou} 
preacher. Masonry does not teach that men 
need to be born again. does not show a man 
how to be born again, does not even require 
a personal faith in Christ. does not ask 
the applicant for. membership tv confess Christ 


as Saviour. The result is that saved and 
lost alike are in the lodge together. The 
unsaved have as much influence as the saved. 


usually more. The Christian man in the lodge 


is not the highest type of Christian, not the 
vigorous, aggressive, soul winning Christian 
leader. The unsaved group dominates and 
sets the program for those compromising 
Christians who join with _unbélievers in the 
lodges. 

Other Orders As Bad As Masonry or Worse 


I have used as an example the Masonic Or. 
der, for several reasons. It is th’ most ancient. 
probably the best known. azrd one of the 
best of the orders, but it is unchristian, con- 
trary to the Bible, and largely fi'led with un- 
believers. What is true of Masonry is true 
in like mannery of every other secret order 
with which I familiar. They all receive 
members who doo profess to have been 
born again om the Bame basis as children of 
God. All alike encourage lost men to believe 
that they can be saved without the blocd of 
Christ, that all one needs is to live up to his 


vows. Remember that the one, plain, un- 
mistakeable command of Goce on this mat- 
ter is that Christians should not yoke up 
with unbelievers. Wh°tever else good or bad 
you know about the lodges, ven must admit. 
and all informed people do admit, that th: 
lodges do not demand a change of heart “3s 
a requirement for membershiy 
j Lodges Do Much Good 

You may say that lodges do much good 
and I do not deny it. 1 am glad for all the 


orphan children cared for by Masonic and Odd 
Fellows orph*ns’ homes. All the crip-led child- 
ren treated by the Shriners. But if that is the 
reason for joining a lodge, there would be a 
far better reason for joning ihe Roman 
Catholic Church. Where Masons take care of 
the children of Masons, or of elderly Masons 
and their wives. Catholics throughout the 


worl have given 2a wonderfyl.example in 
t care of orphans and the poor and the old. 


Honest men must admire the unselfish Catho- 
lic sisters who usually make no distinction 
between the Catholic \and Protestant, in their 
penevolent institutions. Yet T cannot agree 
that New Testament Christians ought to join 
in: with the Roman Catholic Church. While 
I honor Catholics for all tte good deeds they 
doy vet I do not believe that Roman Catholi- 
cism is Bible Christianity, nor that saved 
people should join ‘them. No, good. deeds 
done by some lodges, whether selfishly or 
unselfishly, are no reason for Christians join- 
ing with them and thus discheying the plain 
commana of God, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.’’ 
Good Men In The Lodges. 


My critics will say that the lodges have 
many good men and I grant it freely. I be- 
lieve that most of the lodges, perhaps all, 
there are many good men, even converted 
men, men who love God and want to serve 
Him. I. am sorry to .say, there are thousands 


of preachers who are members of the lodges. 
But that does -not make it right and one 
should not join the lodges because somebody 


else did. Many preachers use tobacco though 
it defiles the body, grieves: the Holy Spirit 
and sets .a sorry and filthy example he- 


fore the world. I cannot follow their example. 
Many preachers attend the lewd and vulgar 
modern picture show. They ough: not to do it, 
and I cannot follow: their example. If there are 
good men in. the lodges, they are there con- 
trary to the plain command of God Who 
said, “Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers.’’ We should not follow them 
in their sin. 

There are Christian people in lodges, but 
I remind you that they are not the happiest 
nor most useful Christians. Through these 
many years, I have been carefully watching 
to see if I could find a man active and high 
up in the lodges and at the same time a 
successful and fervent soul’ winner. I find 
that they do not ‘go together: The man who 
disobeys God about yoking together with ~un- 
believers, loses power, loses testimony, and 
usually loses his interest in soul winning. 
How many preachers have left the pulpit to 
become Masonic lecturers! My ewn dear 


father, one of the best men that I ever knew, 


an humble preacher of the gospel, became 80 


winning 


‘time he did not enter; «for regular services, 
the building of the church where he was a 
member! What a joy it was to me in a great 
revival at Decatur, to enlist my father, preach 
to him the gospel, and see him again, as in 
former*years, go out among lost people to put 


his arms around hardened sinners and lead 
them to Christ. God opened again for him 
the fountain of tears over sinrers. God turn. 
ed his feet again ,in soul ,winning ways. But 
the lodges had dried up his soul until he 
had well nigh lost faith in the doctrines he 
had once preached. : 

I have’ held revivals in a 
States these last dezen years. Everywhere I! 
have gone, I have found that those active 
in lodge work were not active in revivals. The 
chairmen of the boards of deacons, the Metho- 


number of 


dist siewards, the Sunday Schoo] teachers, 
who were active lodge members, remained 
away from the revival on lodge night. My 
experience proves that Gods Word is right. 


But experience or no expefrinece, I know that 
the only safe guide is the Word of God and 
it commands, ‘“‘Be ve not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.’ 

What Should The Lodge Member Do? 

The scripture at the beginning of this 
message tells us what to do 

“Wherefore come ont 

them, and be ye _ separate, 

Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; 

and I will receive you, 18. And #ill’ be 
a Father unto you, and ye shall be my 
sons and daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.’ (11 Cor. 6:17, 18) 
God tells you what to do and He said, “Come 
out from among them.’’ 

Leave the silly trappings of the lodges. 
You are not a child, to dress up in a cow- 
boy suit and ride a.stick horse nor wear an 
indian suit with feathers down the back. God 
does not mean His people to help unbelievers 
in such foolishness. 

Come away from the 
things taught behind closed 
vou are not free to share 
ians, those secret things 
day bring to light. 

Come away from those lodce 
are blasphemy. The yoke is 
bound. The oath you take 
lodges binds you by oath to favor lodge mem- 
bers no matter if they are unsaved, above 
Curistians who are not lodge members. When 
Jesus commahded us to “swear not at all,’ 
then it is poor business for a Christian to 
take such blasphemies upon his Hps and to 
bind himself in a yoke with unbetievers. Come 
out from among them, God says! And then 
we have the promise of God that He will re- 
ceive us, He will be to us a Father and we 
shall be truly His sons and daughters. If you 
want the joy of €he Spirit’s presence, the 
joy of unbroken fellowship with God, then 
break your yoke with unbelievers today. 
Come out and be separate and God will bless 
you.

To Yoke Up In Churches And Denominations 
With Unbelievers Is A Sin. 

The Bible has much to say about God’s 
people living a life of separation from sinners 
but the greatest emphasis is always placed 
on the teaching that Christians should not mix 
with unbelievers in the matter of religion. If 
it is wrong for a Christian to yoke up with 
unbelievers in marriage and tor God's people 
to join with unbelievers in oath-bound lodges 
it is even more important that Christians 
should have no ‘“yoke’’, no “fellowship”. no 
‘agreement’ no ‘‘part’’, no ‘‘concord’’ with un- 
believers in churches and religious programs. 

Years ago it was taken for granted that 
every man in the church believed the Bible. 
It is not so now. Unsuspecting Christians 
sometimes think that all preachers and Chris- 
tian leaders certainly believe the Bible. The 
shocking fact is that many preachers are prac- 


tically infidels: 
Infidelity Among Preachers

Or if the church is more prosper- 
ous, a paid “educational director,” 
usually not a preacher, but learn- 
ed in all the red tape organization, 
and rigamarole, counted necessary 
by the modern Sunday School, 
but not especially prepared as a 
Bible teacher or spiritual leader, 
directs the “educational work” of 
the church. That was not the way 
in Bible times, In the New Testa- 
ment, the pastor must be a man 
i'who is “apt to teach”.
